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MILK  PRODUCTION,  DISPOSITION  AND  INCOME,  I968 


Higher  milk  prices  in  1968  offset  lower  production  to  push  up  farmers'  cash 
receipts  from  milk  and  cream  4  percent  to  a  new  high  of  nearly  $6  billion.  Milk 
production  was  down  1.  3  percent  from  1967.    Although  milk  per  cow  hit  a  record  of 
9,  006  pounds  for  the  year,  it  wasn't  enough  to  overcome  the  decline  in  milk  cows  to 
a  record  low. 

Record-high  cash  receipts 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  milk  and  cream  were  a  record  $5,962  million  in 
1968,  up  4  percent  from  the  previous  high  a  year  earlier.    Cash  receipts  increased 
in  all  regions,  ranging  from  3  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  East  North  Central,  and 
South  Atlantic  to  a  6  percent  rise  in  the  West.    Wisconsin  led  all  States  in  cash 
receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream,  followed  by  New  York,  California, 
Minnesota  and  Pennsylvania.    These  States  accounted  for  45  percent  of  the  national 
total  in  1968. 

Returns  for  combined  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  averaged  $5.  30  per 
hundredweight  in  1968,  exceeding  the  previous  record  in  1967  by  24^. 

Cash  receipts  from  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  totaled  $5,710  million  in 
1968,  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1967.    The  average  price  for  this  milk  was 
$5.25  per  hundredweight,  24  cents  above  1967.    Returns  from  sale  of  cream,  $48 
million,  were  down  19  percent  from  the  previous  year,  continuing  the  downtrend  in 
this  item.    Farmers  made  direct  sales  to  consumers  of  $204  million,  4  percent 
more  than  in  1967.    Value  of  milk  used  in  farm  households  in  I968  is  an  estimated 
$158  million  --  5  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    The  farm  value  of  all  milk 
produced  in  1968  was  $6,212  million,  a  3  percent  increase  over  1967. 

Marketings  by  producers  declined  1  percent 

Milk  and  cream  marketed  by  farmers  totaled  112,  6  billion  pounds  of  milk 
equivalent  in  1968,  down  1  percent  from  1967.     These  marketings  consist  of  whole 
milk  and  farm-separated  cream  sold  to  plants  and  dealers,  and  milk  sold  directly 
to  consumers.    Marketings  of  whole  milk  to  plants  were  108.8  billion  pounds,  1  per- 
cent less  than  in  1967. 

The  2.  0  billion  pounds  of  milk  separated  for  sale  as  cream  was  18  percent  less 
than  the  previous  year.    The  average  year-to-year  decrease  during  1962-1966  was 
15  percent.    Milk  sold  directly  to  consumers  amounted  to  1 .  8  billion  pounds  or  1  per- 
cent more  than  in  1967. 

Farm  use  of  milk  continues  downward 

Milk  used  for  all  purposes  on  farms  where  produced  is  estimated  at  4.  7  billion 
pounds,   10  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    The  average  year-to-year  decline  dur- 
ing the  I962-I966  period  was  8  percent.    Of  the  milk  used  on  farms,  56  percent  was 
consumed  in  farm  households  as  milk  and  cream,  39  percent  was  fed  to  calves  and 
5  percent  was  churned  for  butter.

Fluid  grade  milk  70  percent  of  deliveries  to  plants 

Fluid  grade  milk  accounted  for.  70  percent  of  all  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and 
dealers  in  1968  --  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    During  1968,  all  milk  marketed 
was  fluid  grade  in  17  States.    Fluid  grade  milk  accounted  for  less  than  half  of  the 
total  milk  marketed  in  Wisconsin,  in  each  West  North  Central  State  except  Missouri 
and  Kansas,  and  in  Idaho. 

Supply  and  utilization  of  milk 

Data  on  milk  supply  and  utilization  (Table  13)  are  published  in  whole-milk 
equivalent,  based  on  the  milkfat  content  of  ingredients  and  products.    The  total 
supply  consists  of  milk  production  plus  the  milk  equivalent  of  net  imports  of  dairy 
manufacturing  ingredients  and  net  out-of-storage  movement  of  cream.    Data  on 
milk  used  in  manufactured  products  are  based  on  total  milkfat  required  to  produce 
the  products  and  include  the  milk  equivalent  of  any  imported  ingredients  used.  Con- 
sumption of  fluid  milk  and  cream  is  reported  in  separate  estimates  of  sales  by 
dealers,  sales  by  producers  directly  to  consumers,  and  milk  consumed  on  farms 
where  produced.
